Treatment of Girls in Berlin. 
A German manufacturer of corsets seems 
to have taken a leaf from the American’s 
notebook. By alluring advertisements in 
newspapers he succeeded in bringing a 
great many country girls from the suburbs 
to Berlin, where his factory is located. 
The girls were boarded and lodged in the 
factory. 
They were never permitted to 
leave it, were paid no money, and alto­ 
gether had a very hard time of it. Even 
the application of the whip, when mistakes 
was made, was not uncommon. 
If any employer in New York were to 
think of such a thing as providing lodging 
and boarding for his help in the top story 
of his establishment, a howl would go up 
that would shake poor old Hendrick Hud­ 
son out of several pairs of his Dutch 
breeches. Yet it is not uncommon at all 
in England, and no one seems to mind it. 
In nearly all the large retail shops in Lon­ 
don the saleswomen sleep and eat as 
well as work in the building. 
Even the 
black silk dresses they wear during their 
working hours belong to their employers. 
To the American sense of the fitness of 
things the total abolition of home life 
which this means seems absolutely crim­ 
inal. 
The English employer defends it on the 
ground that girls who live at home and 
provide for themselves are apt to keep late 
hoars, to have uncomfortable homes to 
sleep in and have improper food. This 
they claim is obviated in their plan; good 
food is provided, the doors are locked at ll 
o’clock, and every one must be in at that 
hour. They also claim that by this system 
they secure much more satisfactory help, 
which makes profitable the additional out­ 
lay.—New York Recorder.

But their 
decrease bas disturbed the equilibrium in 
other directions. There are fewer creat­ 
ures to devour wild weeds, and more seed 
is ripened and drifted over the globe.

It is by no means yet proven that we 
shall be able to make agriculture pay 
while we are contending with such a host 
of the enemy as wild carrot, Canada thistle, 
plantains, docks and daisies, with their al­ 
lies.

THE ITATA A PRISONER. 
Iqcic'CK, June 5.—The Itata arrived 
here 
Thursday 
morning with 5,000 
rifles aboard. 
It was immediately sur­ 
rendered to the American admiral— 
McCann. The commander of the Itata 
states that the arms were not em­ 
barked at San Diego, but At a point 
many miles at sea. The Iquique gov­ 
ernm ent claims that this circumstance 
modi fie; th-' situation considerably and 
xvii probably result in a speedy solu­ 
tion of the difficulties between the ad­ 
mirals and the junta. The authorities 
at the s . i ‘ time declare that the cargo 
of tile R atals of little importance, tak­ 
ing into eoasideration the small num­ 
ber of arms. 
As soon as the ita ta entered the har­ 
bor here from Tocopilla Rear Admiral 
McCann, 
in 
company 
with 
the 
rebel commandent, went on board. 
With very little formality the privateer 
and her precious freight were placed 
under control of the United Status 
squadron. The captain of the steamer 
says he did not see the Esmeralda 
off Acapulco, and although lie was 
expecting a chase, did not actually 
know the Charleston was in pursuit. 
Naturally the Itata’s officers are disap­ 
pointed that 
the vessel and cargo 
have to be given up without a fight for 
them. Shortly before 12 o’clock Thurs­ 
day the Charleston was sighted, and 
thirty minutes later she reached the 
offing and saluted. 
Capt Remey 
ported to the rear admiral and was a t 
once placed in charge of the Itata. 
The Itata's flight began about the 5th 
of May. 
She had laid to off San Diego, 
CaL, and there taken on a cargo of 
small arms for the Chilian ^^^feugents 
or congress faction. 
Her u R n 
discovered by the United States m ar­ 
shal, who seized her for 
violation 
of the neutrality law. 
In confi­ 
dence that there would be no resist­ 
ance to the seizure Hie marshal left 
deputy and two men in custody of the 
ship. 
During the night the Itata put 
to sea, but after she had gone a short 
distance the 
m arshal's 
posse 
and 
the pilot were sent ashore in a small 
boat. The m atter was reported to 
Washington and the cruiser Charleston 
ordered to go in pursuit. 
The Charles­ 
ton was at San Francisco, and before 
she could be coaled and provisioned tho 
Itata had good five days' start of her. 
The Itata was convoyed at the outset by 
the Chilian warship iwneralda, but tbs 
inability of the latter to obtain coal 
at Acapulco put her out of the race. ! 
The commander of the Itata had hoped 
to make some port in the hands of the 
insurg nts, but the fact that he was 
out of coal and short of provisions, as I 
well as th e , knowledge tiiat he was I 
closely pursued, drove him to Iquique. ' 
Ships of the United States navy that 
were here awaiting her coming prompt- ■ 
ly 
demanded 
her 
surrender, 
and 
the commander of the I tutu, after 
a brief parley, complied. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 5.—The navy de­ 
partm ent received official information 
Thursday night of the |>eacefttl surren-; 
der of the Chilian insurgent steamer 
Itata at Iquique. This i ii formation was 
contained in a dispatch from Acting 
Rear-Admiral McCann, 
received by 
Secretary 
Tracy 
several 
hours 
after 
the r»‘(rMlar 
time 
of 
clos­ 
ing 
the 
d e p a r t meat. 
Tho 
dis­ 
patch came in c ip h e r , and it took about 
three hours to translate it, and even 
then there were several instances i n 1 
which its eon tent could not be fully 
interpreted.

i Iquique from 
Toeopclla Wednesday 
night and wax pl a-cd at the dispo­ 
sition of Admiral McCann Thursday i 
morning.

and 
also 
ammunition 
taken 
from the 
schooner Robert and Minnie off the 
port of San Diego, Cal. 
It has no 
other munitions of war than those be­ 
longing to the ship and had transferred 
nothing to the Esmeralda, w ith which 
it communicated off Acapulco, Mea. 
After communicating with this insur­ 
gent cruiser the Itata went direct to 
Tocopella. Admiral McCann says also 
th at tile cruiser Charleston arrived at 
Iquique Thursday and that the Pensa­ 
cola was expected before night 
The surrender of the Itata was an- 
questionably on the advice of the rep­ 
resentatives of the insurgents in the 
United States and was possibly ar­ 
ranged through tile Graces. 
No nego­ 
tiations were had on behalf of the 
United 
States governm ent because 
it could recognize no one to nego­ 
tiate with, but when Michael P. Grace 
was hare a fortnight ago he satisfied 
himself that the penalties against the 
fugitive vessel would not he severe if 
she gave herself up, while if she did 
not the complications sure to arise 
would prejudice 
the cause of the 
insurgents indefinitely. 
The Itata's 
offense does not come within the 
definition of piracy, and by putting 
the United 
States deputy marshal 
ashore she escaped the penalty of kid­ 
naping. 
Naval and state departm ent 
authorities differ as to the exact natnxo

The Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Company, the in­ 
corporated nan ie of the tri.-t, ha pur­ 
chased the Henry H. Shufeldt and the 
Calumet Distilling Company's plants, 
thereby ending one of the bitterest 
fights between rival concerns ever 
known, and at the same time creat­ 
ing one of the most absolute and 
complete monopolies the commercial 
world has ever heard of. 
The two big 
anti-trust distilleries sold everything, 
which includes the real estate, machin­ 
ery, stock of goods, patents, trade 
marks, good will and the right to con­ 
tinue the use of the names of the two 
companies.

Bock C ounty’s F ru it Crops W ill be 
Large as Ever.

Reports comiug to The Gazette of­ 
fice the past two or three days from all 
sections of Rock county contradict the 
reports sent in during the first two 
weeks In May regarding the injury to 
the fruit and berry crop by frost. 
These later reports are in effect th at 
there will be more than an average 
fruit and berry crop, and th a t instead 
of the heavy frosts during May hav­ 
ing destroyed these, there was little or 
no injury done except in a few locali­ 
ties. 
C herries W ill B e P lenty. 
There will be a large crop. 
Trees 
are loaded with well developed fruit 
for this season of the year, and unless 
something unforseen and unexpected 
comes, the cherry crop will be larger 
than it has been for several years past. 
Apples are said to be m aturing well, 
and promise a fair crop. 
Contrary to previous reports the 
straw berry crop is now reported all 
right. 
Only in a few instances were 
straw berry beds injured by the May 
frosts and there will be an abundant 
yield in this section. 
G rapes P rom ise a F air Y ield. 
Grapes which were also reported as 
almost wholly destroyed by freezing 
tem perature of May, are now fruiting 
nicely, and the indications are th at 
growers will be rewarded by at least 
an average yield in the fall. 
Raspberries and blackberries also 
promise a fair crops. The only thing 
now to prevent a fair yield will be too 
hot and dry w eather from now until 
the berries ripen. 
Som e O rchards H it Hard. 
Growers of all these fruits, especial­ 
ly those having large interests a t stake 
feel sanguine and very confident of re­ 
m unerative crops. 
Here and there 
orchards will be found where the 
frosts have destroyed all or nearly all 
th e fruits and berries, but these are 
exceptional q cases 
and not by 
any 
means the rule. Yet it was from these 
exceptional cases th at the discourag­ 
ing reports sprang. 
The copious rain­ 
fall of the past few days has been of 
inestimable value to the fruit and 
berry interests in this section. Straw ­ 
berries, especially, were fast m aturing 
and were suffering greatly for w ant 
of rain.

“ This is a large city of fifty thou­ 
sand; it is walled and has four gates. 
The chapel was originally the dwelling 
house of a well-to-do man, for it is 
well built.

Q uickly R ise from It* A shes. 
A striking illustration of the influence 
of the bamboo on the ways and even 
on the character of the people may be 
found in observing one of the most 
frequent incidents of Burmese life—a 
house or village on fire. 
In a country where the smoking of 
tobacco is limited neither by age nor 
sex, nor time nor place, and where 
houses are thatched and for half the 
year as dry as tinder, it will be under­ 
stood that men become familiar with 
the phenomena of fire. It is less easy 
to realize the comparative indifference 
with which such a visitation can be re­ 
ceived, or to credit the truth th at to the 
easy-going population of this primitive 
region even fire itself seems robbed of 
its terrors. 
When we think of w hat is meant by 
fire in house or village in western coun­ 
tries—to be turned out of doors to the 
mercy of the elements; to lose a t a 
stroke the investments of a scanty cap­ 
ital or the stock of household furniture, 
which can ill be replaced; to run ter­ 
rible risks, even of life itself—it is hard 
to understand th at there are countries 
where such incidents form no part of 
the accompaniments of the most de­ 
structive fire, says a w riter in Frank 
Leslie’s Popular Monthly. 
At a spark from cigar or pipe a Bur­ 
mese village is ablaze, and in a few 
hours whole Streets are in ashes. But in 
the flutter and excitement that ensues 
we look in vain for any such evidence 
of ruin or despair as a similar calamity 
elsewhere brings inevitably in its train. 
Loss of life at a Burmese fire is al­ 
most unknown. 
The simple household 
stuff is quickly emptied from the single- 
storied cottages and heaped under the I 
trees by the roadside; to a people who 
live habitually an outdoor life there is 1 
no hardship in passing the night under I 
the open sky; and, when the fire has I 
once gained an irresistible hold, it is a 
sight for philosophers to see the calm- 1 
ness of the villagers as they pit and 
smoke quietly in groups watching the 
progress of the flames. 
In a few days the ephemeral city 
rises once more in clean and orderly 
streets, and beyond a few main sup­ 
ports of tim ber or in the houses of the 
leading townsmen, from end to end of

“The friends of personal liberty have 
never before shown more activity than 
just at present. 
The anti-prohibition- 
ists were in a large measure responsi­ 
ble for the election of the democratic 
ticket and could justly expect a fair 
return for their help and the money 
th at was expended in the campaign. 
However, the

them shamefully when once in power, 
not keeping their pledges.
